The 12,161 figure la a correc­ 
tion of the 12.959 reported after 
four days of registration this 
month. 
How It Happened 
The discrepancy occurred this 
way: 
Board of Election workers In 
the districts of each ward re­ 
port daily figures to police head­ 
quarters. The figures are regard-1 
ed as unofficial. 
Instead of reporting the spe­

Thus it was reported that 946 
persons had registered on the 
fourth day.

The leader of mineral-rich Ka­

Kasai border which w*as blown up 
during fighting last year. The 
bridge links Katanga once more 
with the rest of the Congo. 
Adoula unveiled the constitu­ 
tion on the same day that a 
mixed Kantangan and centrul- 
government commission in Eliz­ 
abethville signed a cease-fire be­ 
tween the Congo national army 
and the Katangan gendarmerie, 
ending a year-dd war in north­ 
ern Katanga. 
The United States and Britain 
welcomed the agreement as a 
step toward unity. U.N. sources 
close to Thant called it an en­ 
couraging 
sign 
but 
warned 
against giving it too much weight 
yet. 
The draft grants each province 
half of the mining royalties and 
export taxes on products from 
the province, 
Plans for a unified Congo en­ 
visage 21 provinces with a fed­ 
eral capital iii Leopoldville. Sev­ 
enteen provinces already have 
seen created out of the six ruled 
by Belgium until June 1960.

of America by its description* of 
the unwholesome conditions under 
which m eat was being produced 
Dr. Wiley, in 1902, established 
what the newspapers im m ediately 
dubbed "th e poison squad." It was 
composed of rugged young volun­ 
teer*, mostly em ployes of the Ag­ 
riculture D epartm ent. In a base­ 
ment dining room in his bureau, 
he fed them food to which pre­ 
servatives, coloring and other sub­ 
stances had been added. 
Wiley's 
conclusion 
was 
flat: 
"P reservatives used in foods are 
harm ful to health.” Modern scien­ 
tists would take some exceptions 
to this; some preservatives now 
are pronounced all right.

An excess speed of a mere two miles an 
hour is going to result in Mariner II pass­ 
ing Venus at a distance of 20,900 miles in­ 
stead of the expected 9,000.

longing to the Common Market use it. If 
we do not follow suit, we shall lose much 
business. 
There are other considerations 
favoring the change. 
Once adopted, the metric system would 
mean much saving in both time and calcu­ 
lations. We already have it in our currency 
system, where IO cents make a dime and IO 
dimes a dollar. No one would now advocate 
that we go back to the cumbersome British 
system of pounds, shillings and pence, in 
vogue in this country before the Revolution 
and for some time afterward. 
Probably if we did apply metric measure­ 
ments to weights, and dry and liquid meas­ 
ures, we would wonder why we held on so 
long to the old awkward method. Track 
athletics is changing over to the metric sys­ 
tem more and more. It is used in the Olym­ 
pic games. 
Changing over would, of course, be hor­ 
ribly expensive, but the process will never 
get any easier. We may yet be compelled 
to make this change as a matter of self 
Interest. 
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SIGHTS ON SAFETY - - - 
Now that hunting season is here again, 
we can look for a spurt in the number of 
tragic stories about gunshot deaths. 
It happens every year. In fact, it hap­ 
pens about 2,300 times. That’s the annual 
number of accidental deaths from guns and 
explosives, according to the Red Cross, 
which offers the following advice on han­ 
dling firearms: 
Treat every gun as if it were loaded. 
Unload a gun completely before cleaning 
or adjusting it. 
Don’t put blind faith in the safety catch. 
It may be defective or someone else may 
have tampered with it. 
When guns are being transported, they 
should be carried unloaded and should be 
cased, wrapped or taken apart. 
When a gun Is not in use, it should be 
unloaded and stored well out of the reach 
of children. 
Ammunition, too, should be 
locked up. 
It should be dear from these tips that 
gun safety doesn't apply just in fields or 
forests. 
Indeed, of the deaths last year, 
1,200, or more than half, occurred at home.

THE SEARCH FOR HUMAN ESS 


The Ecumenical Council, now being held in 
Rome, will not solve all hum an or even religious 
questions immediately. Nevertheless, It is a glor­ 
ious effort on the part of a courageous and humane 
Pope, who denies exclusivity and seeks a path 
to human brotherhood in an era of rising hate. 
The Second Vatican Council, as it will be 
called, meets to survey three great problems and 
to find, if possible, a road to a solution of each: 
1. The problem of unity in the Christian world 
—if not final dogm atic unity, at any rate, an 
avoidance of anger in dissent and a posture of 
gentleness to all who believe in Christianity. Un­ 
der such a Pope as John XXIII, this could be 
extended to all who accept God, the N atural 
Law and the hope for redemption, namely, the 
Jews and the Moslems. Against such a union of 
forces, the poison of atheistic Marxism would be 
dissipated; 
2. The reform ation within the Catholic Church 
- not dogma but custom s and rituals which no 
onger fit the times. In this respect, many reforms 
nave already taken place and more will undoubt­ 
edly conv* out of the studies that ar? being made 
ay various commissions. Tho Christian Churches 
existed mostly in rural communities or in cities 
which were principally m arket-places. Today, with 
laborers working around the clock, with the auto­ 
mobile altering the homelife. with secular edu­ 
cation 
taking 
the 
place cd 
church-controlled 
ich o rs, with families in big cities being unable 
to support or to house large families, w ith th** 
ncreasing demand for the use of the vernacular 
,n ritual, so that laymen may follow the Mass, 
and the additional dem and for more lay partici­ 
pation in church affairs- these are only indexes 
to the changes which will undoubtedly be con­ 
sidered. 
Some of these changes may not be popular 
with all the clergy, particularly with those who 
always reject change of any kind. The Council 
will therefore not be altogether peaceful, although 
it Is doubtful w hether the public will know w hat 
goes on in the com m ittees and commissions. 
This much is certain. The Council would not 
have been called at all w ere not some bridge to 
De erected which would m ake it easier for the 
ichism atic churches if not to return to the fold, 
at any rate, to be in harm ony with it. A secre­ 
tariat for this purpose has already been estab­ 
lished. 
Some of the less understanding Roman Cath- 
Dlics, particularly of this country, vyho have been 
taught to believe th a t their Church is the only 
true one

NEW YORK (AP)—For the first 
time in months, Americans as a 
whole don't have more spending 
money in their pockets than they 
had four week* before. 
This steadily increasing person­ 
al income total had been a com­ 
forting mainstay of an economy 
that had faltered a bit in other 
departments. The leveling off in 
spending money may help explain 
why retail sales also dipped un­ 
expectedly. And it tie* in with 
failure of employment to rise a* 
hoped in many manufacturing in­ 
dustries. 
May Be Temporary 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ports that personal income of in­ 
dividual American* in September 
didn’t rise above the August level. 
This is the first time in eight 
months it hadn t risen. In tad, in 
the 19 months since the bottom of 
the last recession personal income 
had climbed each month except 
July 1961 and January 1962, when 
it dipped to the temporary alarm 
of chart watchers. 
The September leveling off of 
personal incomes may be just as 
temporary. And the annual rate of 
|443 billion is still at a record 
high. Many economist* expect re­ 
newed increases this month and 
next, along with a pickup in retail 
trade, and perhaps better per­ 
formance by some of the basic 
industries. 
None minimizes the importance 


of personal income totals in bol­ 
stering if not boosting, the econ­ 
omy.

26, started three games 
He pitched strongly in the second, 
losing 2-0. He pitched as well in 


the fifth game, winning 5-3. Tues­ 
day, the right-hander was superb, 
limiting: the Giants to four hits 
and 
winning 1-0. Jack Sanford. 
Terry's mound opponent in all 
three games, was the laser. 
"Ibis has to be the best game 
Terry has ever pitched.” said 
Yankee manager Ralph Honk. "I 
have never seen him with better 
control. He didn’t walk a ‘ single 
batter and he had three balls on 
only one hitter, I don't think he 
made more than three or four bad 
pitches ah day.” 
Terry, relying mainly on a fast 
hall and slider, plus nearly per­ 
fect control, easily disposed of 
the first 17 batters he faced. 
Memories of Don Larsen’s per­ 
fect game in the 1936 World 
Series for the Yankees must 
have been in the minds of the 
43,948 Candlestick Park spec­ 
tators.

Alger­ 
ia is and will be with CXiba His­ 
tory has walled it that both people 
meet on the road to liberation.” 
Castro met the Cuban airliner

Washington, and declared In his 
welcoming address: 
"To visit Cuba at a time when 
the United States is redoubling its 
criminal blockade, when the Yan­ 
kee imperialists threaten to at­ 
tack. is on your part an act .at 
political firmness and valor.” 
Castro said "the Algerian and 
Cuban revolutions are irreversi­ 
ble,” Ben Bella in turn praised 
"the extraordinary progress” of 
the Cuban revolution. He also not­ 
ed that Algeria’s National Libera­ 
tion Front had awarded its golden 
Medal of Honor to only one person 
—Castro. 
After the roaring welcome and 
a 21-gun salute. Ben Bella and 
Castro held private talks at an of­ 
ficial residence in a Western Ha­ 
vana suburb where the Algerian 
is staying, informed sources said. 
They added that the premier 
probably was interested in Cuba's 
experience with agrarian reforms 
and economic measures that may 
be applicable to Algeria.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Calilor- 
nia continues to receive too Large 
a share of the nation’* military- 
proeunement contracts while New 
Yorks share drops. New York 
members of Congress complain.

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Kennedy Signs 
Tax Revision 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy has signed into law a 
tax revision bill that carries a Si­ 
bil! ion Incentive to businesses that 
modernize. 
The bill, Kennedy said in a 
statement 
accompanying 
Tues­ 
day’s signing, 
"makes a good 
start on bringing our tax structure 
up to date and provides a favor­ 
able context for the over-all tax 
reform program I intend to pro­ 
pose to the next Congress.” 
Meanwhile, 
he said, 
the bill 
“will stimulate the economy and 
provide a greater measure of fair­ 
ness in our tax system.” 
Although Congress turned down 
the President’s proposal for set­ 
ting up a system of withholding 
taxes on interest and dividend in­ 
come. Kennedy said the require­ 
ments it established for reporting 
such income and interest would 
help improve compliance with tax 
laws. 
The Treasury estimates it is 
now losing about $1 billion a year 
in revenue because taxpayers fail 
to report all the dividends and in­ 
terest they receive. 
Corporations now will be re­ 
quired to report to the Treasury 
and to the recipient all dividend 
payments totaling more than $10 
a year. Savings institutions will 
have to do the same for interest 
payments. 
The investment credit of up to 
7 per cent on purchases of ma­ 
chinery and equipment is the ma­ 
jor revenue law’ change Kennedy 
asked when he submitted the bill 
to Congress in April 1963. 
The revenue estimates of the 
bill are in considerable dispute. 
The Treasury figures that when 
all provisions are effective the an­ 
nual revenue loss will be $170 mil­ 
lion. Congressional staff experts 
place it at $545 million. 
The investment credit takes ef­ 
fect as of last Jan. I. Most of 
the other provisions will be effec­ 
tive at the start of next year.

Storm Puts Off

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The gusty winds of tropical 
storm Kila have forced a four- 
week postponement of the attempt 
to launch the Ranger 5 spacecraft 
to the moon. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration had planned 
to launch the spacecraft today, 
but called off the effort Tuesday 
night when Weather Bureau re­ 
ports indicated there was a good 
chance the storm would cause un­ 
favorable weather at Cape Canav­ 
eral the next several days. 
Preparations were made to re­ 
move Ranger 5 and it* Atlas- 
Agena B rocket from the launch 
pad and move them to the safety 
of a hangar. 
The space agency had only a 
four-day 
period 
ending 
Friday 
when the moon was in a favor­ 
able position for the Ranger 5 
launch. The next optimum period 
begins about Nov. 13. 
Ranger 5’s mission is to streak 
a quarter million mile* to the 
moon, take closeup television pic­ 
tures and land a capsule to regis­ 
ter moonquakes and meteor hits.

personnel, it is emphasized in a 
joint statement issued today by 
the American H eart Association, 
the American Red Cross and the 
Industrial Medical Association. 
Training in the technique is 
necessary for it* use with maxi­ 
mum safety and effectiveness, 
the statement declares, owing to 
possible dangers accompanying 
indiscriminate application. 
Should Re Qualified 
Preferably two qualified per­ 
sons should participate, one to 
maintain artificial respiration by 
mouth-to-mouth breathing while 
the other massages the heart ex­ 
ternally through regular hand 
pressure over the breast bone. 
The artificial respiration is vital 
to maintain the body's oxygen 
supply. To avoid brain damage, 
most authorities hold that res­ 
piration 
and 
circulation 
must 
both be restored within four 
minutes of the heart stoppage. 
The statement was prepared as 
a guide to the public view of 
the widespread intereat In closed 
heart massage since the tech­ 
nique was first reported from 
the Johns Hopkins Medical In­ 
stitutions in Baltimore almost 
two years ago. During the past 
year, several thousand physicians 
received instruction in the tech­ 
nique 
through 
spcdaj courses 
conducted 
by 
t h e 
American 
Heart Association and its state 
and local branches. Their experi­ 
ence and that of others were re­ 
viewed as a basis for evaluating 
the safety and effectiveness of 
the procedure. 
This evaluation showed that 
when applied by qualified per­ 
sonnel, the method has success­ 
fully restored the normal heart 
beat in some cases of stoppage 
or disruption occurring during 
anesthesia or surgery or as the 
result of drow’ning, electric shock 
and asphyxiation. 
At the same time, the state­ 
ment emphasizes that application 
of the 
technique requires "a 
working diagnosis of the victim* 
condition. It is important to he 
sure that the circulation ha* ac­ 
tually stopped because the meth­ 
od involves certain hazards. Re­ 
ported injuries to patients have 
included damage to the heart 
and liver, internal bleeding, mul­ 
tiple rib fractures and puncture 
of 
the 
lungs.” 
In 
untrained 
hands the risk of injury is in­ 
creased. 
"It is particularly important.” 
the statement notes, "to avoid 
the possibility of inflicting seri­ 
ous injury on a person under 
the 
mistaken 
impression 
that 
cardiac arrest has occurred when 
the individual has simply fainted 
or lost consciousness from some 
other cause.” 
Some Cannot Be Saved 
The statem ent points out also 
that most people who die sudden­ 
ly from stoppage or disruption of 
the heart beat cannot be saved 
even under ideal circumstances 
in a hospital. The last measure of 
success has been experienced in 
heart attack cases. Moreover, al­ 
though external cardio-pulmon- 
ary massage may maintain the 
circulation temporarily, addition­ 
al medical treatm ent is almost 
always needed to restore the cir­ 
culation permanently.
